journment, was averted and the 
delegates resumed . their .discus- 
sions in a more conciliatory* mood 
than since the parleys began. 


A spokesman for the conference 
said both sides were gradually ap- 
proaching 
an understanding

the question of a time, limit for 
troop withdrawals and that mu- 
tual concessions were being made. 
The conference adjourned again 
to meet Saturday. 


Although previously the Chinese

PQO river north of the settlement

It is supposed by some 


economist that the shortage 
of gold and the consequent 
rise in its value has the in- 
evitable effect of lowering 
prices and wages. And this, 
in turn, makes profitable 
the search for gold and the 
discovery of new stores of 
the precious metal. 


There are known deposits 


of gold which have lain un- 
touched during the period 
of prosperity because »they 
could 
not

worked. 
The 
California 


state bureau of mines esti- 
mates, for 
example, that 


there is $600,000,000 worth 
of gold 
within the 
state 


boundaries, which might be 
recovered by placer mining, 
and 
about 
$900,000,000 


worth in hard rock- veins. 
And the effect of high gold 
prices and low wage scales 
is that many 
prospectors 


and placer miners are seek- 
ing a living in the creek 
bottoms and canyons of Cal- 
ifornia. Thej do not expect 
to find a fortune, but" they 
can earn fair wages by their 
gleanings in the old gold 
fields. 


It is likely that necessity 


will have similar effects in 
other occupations. 
Oppor- 


tunities which offered little 
attraction in easy times are 
already absorbing a propor- 
tion of the unemployed. 
This indicates that there is 
an element of truth in the 
opinion that a sincere inten- 
tion to work is still able to 
discover something to do.

objective particularly the beauti- 
ficatlon of available plots along 
the railroads and highway* lead- 
ing through the city.

There is a 
stronger undertone of confidence 
a&d consumer demand is quicken- 
ing in some localities." 


Sales of department stores in 
larger cities reflected a gain of 
11 per cent 
over the previous 


month, while 22 per cent below, 
thoae of a year ago, they showed 
a much better comparison than in 
January. 
"Financial operations reflected 
no significant changes," the re- 
port pointed out. "Federal Re- 
serve , bank 
loans to 
member, 
banks, which amounted to $14,020,- 
000 on March IB,' were slightly 
lower than a month earlier' but 
considerably larger -than on the 
corresponding date last year. 
"Thp daily average of combined 
net demand and time deposits of 
member banks totaled. $665,682,000 
during 
February,

with $6(4,954,000 in January • and 
$816,088,000 in February, 1931."

OF WILD HORSES 


IN SOUTHEASTERN SECTION 


OF ARKANSAS UNROMANTIC 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 81. 


—(/P)—A hard riding band of un- 
romantic cowboys has started a 
roundup of wild horses in south- 
eastern Arkansas' for purely prac- 
tical purposes. 


The? jingle of silver spurs la 
missing. There In no flourish of 
six tuns. Dogs, modern corrals 
and drift fences have replaced 
braided rawhide ropes. And cap- 
tive animals may wind up pull- 
ing a plow Instead of in the 
remuda 
of 
an 
Indian-dodging 
rahcher or trapper. 


These modern cowboyg, most of 
them plainly clad in overalls, are 
making the drive as a part o: 
the federal and state tick eradi- 
cation program. 


Yalta and corrals have been con- 
structed in Chlcot 
and 
Desha 
counties where the wild horses 
roam the swamps ana canebreaka 
and the animals caught are dip- 
ped to prevent them from car- 
rying tlckt, given to their captor 
or sold to defray expenses of the 
roundup. 
The roundup lacks 
even 
the 
magnitude federal and state offi- 
cials -originally expected it to at- 
tain. Farmers captured many of 
the wild horses when flood waters 
isolated and hemmed in the bands 
earlier- this -year. Only compara- 
tively few remain. 
W. A. McDonald, inspector of 
the federal bureau of animal in- 
dustry here, 'sa^d . a final drive 
had'been launched .to capture the 
rest of- the horses. Extermination 
of the bands, he explained, is 
necessary to the tick eradication 
program as they are carriers. 
Riders and dogs In relays drive 
the horses out of underbrush and 
cahebreaks until they 'have be- 
come tried send can be corraled.

DEBATE ON REVENUE 


MEASURE AT FIRST 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 29. 


—Qf)—The text of Speaker 
Garner's speech to the house 
on the revenue bill follows: 


•"Mr. Chairman, I will not 


abuse the privilege, because 
it is "not my purpose to make 
an ex ten d e d statement. 
When I was elected speaker 01 
the house of representatives, it 
was my purpose then, and It ha» 
been jny purpose all along, and 
it shall be my purpose, to preside 
over the house of representatives 
as impartially and fairly as my 
intellect will permit. 


In order to do that I felt that 
it would be better if I did not- 
enter into general debaate for fear 
it might become partisan, and 
therefore I have refrained up to 
this time to take the floor on 
any subject. It was my intention 
to refrain this session without ad- 
dressing the house or the commit- 
tee of the whole. 


But, in view of the fact that I 
had served 18 years on the ways 
and means committee, had ac- 
quired some knowledge of taxa- 
tion, it was felt by some of my 
colleagues on the committee that 
I 'owed a duty to the house to 
make some statement concerning 
the tax situation. 


Yielding to' that, I appear be- 
fore you this morning to make 
what" I conceive to be a statement 
as to the duty and Tight of each 
me'mber of the house from my 
viewpoint. 
In'October, the President of the 
United' States requested 
certain 
members of congress to come to 
Washington - to 
consider 
^rtaln 
questions that he had in view to 
recommend 'to the congress of the 
United States when it met. 


• 'Planned Address. 


"While • here 
-in 
Washington, 


there was a very grave doubt in 
the minds of certain officers and 
officials and members of the ad- 
ministration, whether there would 
be a tax bill at the coming ses- 
sion. 
. 
Realizing that, I returned to my 
home, and for the first time in 
my life, undertook to prepare 
well thought out address to the 
house of representatives, believing 
that the republicans would organ- 
ize the house and might elect me 
leader of the democrats. 
I believed then, as I do how, 
that It was the duty of our gov- 
ernment to sustain its credit and 
to ask congress to balance the 
budget. 


That speech will, never be de- 
livered because I was not select- 
ed as the minority leader but hap- 
pened to become the speaker of 
the house, of representatives. 
Must Maintain Finances. 


I arrived here on the llth of 
November before 
the 
congress 


met. The newspapermen gathered 
in the office at that time, when 


/ it- looked as 
if the 
democrats 


would organize the house of rep- 
resentatives, and whatever I might 
•ay might be interesting to the 
country. 
The first interview I gave them 
was to impress upon them and 
I hope to impress on the country 
and my colleagues, the import- 
ance, of maintaining the financial 
integrity of this republic. 
I have from that time until this 
repeatedly, 
before congress met 
and before I was elected speaker, 
maintained that the highest pos- 
sible; duty that the house of rep- 
resentatives could perform for the 
people of the country during this 
session 
was. to 
levy 
sufficient 
taxes to sustain the financial in- 
tegrity . of the republic. 
Democrats Get Together. 
It was suggested by some of my 
colleagues both in the senate and 
in the house that it might be ad- 
visable from a party standpoint 
and for the service of the country 
that, the democrats of the house 
Rnd the senate get together and as 
.far as they could outline a pro- 
gram or- policy which we thought 
would be to the best interests of 
the country. 
' 
In pursuance of that thought, 
Senator Robinson, the leader ol 
the democrats in the senate, and 
myself selected what is known as 
the pplicy committee. It was com- 
posed of ten members of the sen- 
ate And ton members of the house. 
I shall read you the names of 
that, committee because I think it 
will illustrate both to the repub- 
licans and !• hope to my democrat- 
ic friends that that committee is 
composed of average democrats of 
the house and of the senate. 


it was decided by a meeting of 
.the democrat* of the way* and 
means committee and myself in 
Mr. Crisp's office that the better 
policy would be to prepare what 
is known as an American bill or 
non-partisan tax bill and presen 
it to the house of representative 
In view of the fact that ther 
was a snfB.11 majority of denv 
crats, we felt it would be diff 
cult, if not impossible, to pass I 
the bouse of representatives a pa 
tlsan bill. In addition to that, 1 
the hearts of these men and i 
their conversations we thought 
was the more patriotic thing t 
take into our confidence the en 
tire membership of the house I 
undertaklsg to pass this Impor 
ant piece of legislation. 


Non-Fartlsan Bill. 


In pursuance of that policy th 
ways and means committee tha 
day adjourned, and I did not agai 
meet with them until last evenin 
But the two things they gave t 
the country, and the only tw 
thoughts, they conveyed to th 
country in 
the 
statement from 
that committee was that It was t 
be a non-partisan bill and tha 
there were to be sufficient taxe 
raised to balance the budget. Tha 
was th delibratlon of that commi 
tea at that time. 


I mention the background t 
this, Mr. Chairman, and my dem 
ocrartic friends, especially to mee 
some criticisms that have bee 
made of me for advocating th 
policy of levying sufficient taxe 
to sustain the credit of the gov 
ernment. 


In view of that background 
think I -had a right to ask th 
house of representatives, and es 
peclally the democrats, to joi 
with us in an effort to levy suf 
flcient taxes to take care of th 
obligations 
made

gress of the United States.

NEW MUTTON 


HOOVER ABSOLUTELY OP- 
POSED ADDITIONAL SOL- 
DIER BONUS LEGISLATION 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 29. 


(£•)—President Hoover an- 
nounced formally today he 
was "absolutely opposed to 
the enactment -by congress 
of additional soldier bonus 
legislation," and indicated 
he would veto such a bill if 
it were passed. 


The president, speaking at his 
.regular press conference, stated 
that informal polls of the house 
of representatives have "created 
apprehension in the country'' that 
a further bonus bill calling for an March ,.. 
outlay of about $2,000,000,000 would i 
be passed. 


Such action, he asserted with 
great emphasis, would undo "every 
effort that is being made to re- 
duce government expenditures and 
balance the budget.'' 


As he spoke to .newspapermen 
gathered about his desk, Mr. Hoo- 
ver place Increasing emphasis up- 
on his words in reading a prepar- 
ed statement held before him. 
Concluding the brief statement, 
he said sharply: 
"That Is all.1' 
The president's statement fol- 
lows In full: 


"Informal polls of the house of 
representatives have created ap- 
prehension in the country that a 
further bonus bill of J2,000,000,000 
or thereabouts for world war vet- 
erans will be passed. 
'I wish to state again that I am 
absolutely opposed to any such 
legislation. 


Legion Supports Him. 
"I made this position clear at 
the meeting of the American Le- 
gion in Detroit last September 2lst 
and the Legion has consistently 
supported that position. I do not 
believe any such legislation can 
become law. 


"Such action would undo every 
effort that is being made to re- 
duce government expenditures and 
balance the budget. 


"The first duty of every citizen 


of the United States is to build up 
and sustain the credit of the Unit- 
ed States government. 


"Such an action would irretriev- 
ably undermine it." 


The president is known to feel 
that a majority in favor of the 
proposed bonus legislation now ex- 
ists in the house. 


He has not been informed with 
certainty concerning the position 
of the senate on the measure. 


There was been increasing agita- 
tion in the house during recent 
weeks for enactment of a 
bonus bill. 


Administration leaders said to- 
day, however, that Mr. Hoover 
hoped that if the house would en- 
act a comprehensive tax bill suf- 
ficient to balance the budget, this 
act would aid materially in shunt- 
ing aside the enactment of a bo- 
nus bill, since it would make 
clear the difficulty of the govern- 
ment in raising sufficient revenue 
to balance the treasury books.

He expressed the vl«w that 
such a bill would have a better 
chance of speedy enactment, and 
reiterated "there should be author- 
ity in somebody 
to 
pass upon 


these agreements" between pro- 
ducers of oil, gas and timber in 
order to conserve the supply and 
"assure continuity of production." 


In answer to a question from 


Senator Steiwer (R. Ore.), who 
also is keenly interested in such 
legislation, Wilbur said the gov- 
ernment has a direct interest in 
controlling production as an own- 
er of enormous quantities of na- 
tural resources. 


Agreement Rlghti. 


Steiwer proposed an amendment 


which would more 
emphatically 


bestow upon the natural resources 
industries the right to make agree- 
ments for controlling production, 
saying If this were incorporated, 
he would drop a separate measure 
introduced by him to accomplish 
a similar end.

cutive director of the American 
Institute of Steel
